'lite Fortsas Catalogue w as publish­ 
ed in ISM a small book purporting to 
be the catalogue of the private llbrtiry 
of a certain Count .1.

book consisted of lait fourteen pages 
and 
listed 
only 
fifty-two 
titles, 
It 
stirred up a veritable teapot tempest 
am ong the wise heads.

w as not fa r to seek 
not otic of the 
books mentioned in the catalogue was 
to be found in any other library or 
publisher's list! 
They were all abso­ 
lutely “sole surviving” copies of in­ 
tensely 
interesting 
works. 
In 
the 
w ords of 
the catalogue itself, “ the 
count 
pitilessly 
expelled 
from 
his 
shelves books for which he had paid 
their weight in gobi—as soon as he 
learned th a t a work up to th a t tim e 
unknow n had been mentioned in any 
catalogue.” 
Each 
new 
research 
of 
lea rued 
investigators 
Into the 
book­ 
lore of antiquity, it was claimed, “had 
thinned still further the already dec­ 
im ated ranks of the count’s sacred 
battalion.” 
Weary of his trem endous 
and self Imposed task of collecting 
only unique specimens, tin* count was 
stated to have died on Sept. 1, 1839, 
aud his library was now offered for 
sale.

ly” ordered No. 48 at any price to sup­ 
press it on account of certain discred­ 
itable family episodes it was supposed I 
to contain. 
M a n y other prominent per­ 
sons and institutions clamored for a 
chance at the collection. 
"Men re j 
membered having seen books that nev­ 
er existed.” says 
William 
Shepard. 
“The foreman In CasteniRti’s printing 
office at Tourney had distinct recollec­ 
tions of a bogus volume credited to his 
p r e s s .” 
I'n fortunately 
the 
advertised 
sale 
never cam e off. 
On tin* 9th of Au­ 
gust. the day before It was to have be­ 
gun. the Brussels paters announced 
that the low n of Blnehe had determ in­ 
ed to keep the collection intact by pur­ 
chasing It with 
public funds. 
The 
amusing part of this statem ent v as 
that Blnehe was n most insignificant 
village, quite unable to purchase much 
of anything, let alone a universally de­ 
sired library. 
Still, even th a t sta te ­ 
ment was believed. 
The truth eventually transpired that 
th** Fount de Fortsas, his miraculous 
library and the catalogue were all the 
creations of an ingenious fellow n a m ed 
Bene (.’halons, living in Belgium. 
His 
catalogue begot a rather e x tensive lit­ 
er:) t tire of its own. which has since 
boon collected and published under the 
tit lo “ Documents et Particularites 11 in- 
torlques sur Ie Comte de Fortsas.” 
A 
copy of the original catalogue now' 
re- is in the Congressional library at 
W ashington.

W. F. Kendrick, 
succeed, they will be the progenitors 
of a new race of birds in the Colorado 
mountains, says the Denver Post. 
They are the capercailzie, pronouns 
ed caper-kel-zi, and are the size of a 
small turkey. 
In habit they are much 
like 
grouse 
and 
ptarm igan. 
T hej 
thrive best a t tim ber line and subsist 
on pine spruce and hemlock boughy 
and mountain berries. 
Mr. Kendrick, w ho is tremendously 
interested in birds and animals, has 
had an ambition for some time to start 
the breeding of these birds in Colorado 
because of their rarity and beauty. 
Ile has already 
bred and liberated 
thousands of pheasants, but the caper­ 
cailzie were hard to get. 
For months 
he has had a commission in Sw’eder 
for two perfect birds. 
As the re s u / 
of his order the tw o arrived the other 
day. 
The capercailzie is almost as large as 
and sim ilar in habits to the American 
wild turkey, with the advantage that 
It can endure much more severe h ard­ 
ships and cold w eather and will live 
on food such as is obtainable from the 
treetops if necessary when the ground 
Is deeply covered w ith snow.

IRISH POTATOES IN CHINA. 


American 
Consul 
Says Chinese Are 
Being Taught Their Value. 
The Irish potato Is now known to 
the people of the far east, according 
to Wilbur T. Gracey, United States 
consul at Tslngtau, China, writes a 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Post. 
In a report to the state 
department Mr. Gracey says that for 
years the foreign residents of Ichoufu, 
a purely native city in the interior of 
the province of Shantung, have beeu 
trying to Introduce the cultivation of 
white 
potatoes among the 
natives. 
Their efforts seem likely to be success­ 
ful, us Mr. Gracey learns that many 
of tho rhlnese fanners are now raising 
the vegetable. Ile says the restaurants 
have discovered that the potato will 
take the place of tho more expensive 
"sha ny ne.” or yoni. 
Hitherto the Chinese have never used 
fresh milk to any extent, their cows 
being kept for field purposes only. 
Consul Gracey reports that th** dairy 
started under foreign 
patronage at 
Ichoufu seventeen years ago now sells 
more milk to Chinese patrons than to 
foreigners. 
Condensed milk has be­ 
come popular and Is now being used 
to a considerable extent throughout the 
empire.

It is far from spring time by the cal­ 
endar and it will probably set'm farther 
before the snowy days of February and 
the windy nights of March have passed. 
Yet the spring-like days of the past 
week cause one’s thoughts to turn 
toward spring and the work of that 
season.

ONCE MINISTER TO RUSSIA 


Also Wa* Postmaster General In 


the Cabinet of President M cKinley 
and Held That Post Through Part 


Of Roosevelt's Adm inistration. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 20.—Charles E m ­ 
ory Smith, editor of the Presa, for­ 
m er minister to Russia and postmas­ 
ter 
general, 
died 
suddenly 
at 
his 
home 
in 
this 
city, 
aged 
sixty-five 
years. 
Death was caused by heart 
trouble. 
For about a month Mr. Smith had 
been in poor health, but his condition 
had not been regarded as serious. Fol­ 
lowing a dinner in New York on Nov. 


3 0 he suffered an acute attack of in­ 
digos, ion, which, according to his phy­ 
sician, gave indication of heart trou­ 
ble. 
Shortly before Christmas he at­ 
tended a dinner of the New England 
soc jet J in t ’,is city, though advised by 
his physicians not to do so. 
He was 
toastmaster 
at 
the 
banquet 
and 
laughingly referred to his illness and 
his embarrassment at finding himself 
seated almost opposite to his physi­ 
cian a 1 the affair. 
Before he had recovered from the 
effects of his first attack, Mr. Smith 
contracted the grip, which aggravated 
his heart trouble. 
One week ago ho 
was ordered to Atlantic City to re­ 
cuperate 
lie was accompanied by Mrs. Smith 
and when he returned to his home 
here he appeared to be bright and 
cheerful except that he felt somewhat 
fatigued by his journey. 
Mrs. Smi’h attended church in tho 
morning and on her return to the 
house, Mr. Smith was found dead, ly- 
lmr across the bed. 
He was partly 
clothed 
and 
had 
apparently 
been 
stricken while on his way lo the bath­ 
room and thrown himself on the bed. 


Career of Charles Em ory Smith. 


Mr. Smith was horn in Mansfield, 
Conn., 
on 
Feb. 
12, 
1842. 
He 
re­ 
ceived his early education at the Al­ 
bany 
(N. Y.) 
academy and 
subse­ 
quently graduated 
from 
Union col­ 
lege. 
During the period when troops 
were being organized at Albany in 
I Sui, Mr. Smith was appointed mili­ 
tary secretary by General John 
F. 
Rathbone. 
Later he was made judge 
advocate general with the rank of 
general. 
Subsequently 
he 
was 
at­ 
tached to the o f f i c e of adjutant gen­ 
eral of ’he state of New York, until 
Horatio Seymour became governor. 
He resigned and for a time was a 
teacher in 
the Albany academy, a 
place which he left to accept an edi­ 
torial position on the Albany Express. 
Tri 1x70 lie wept to the Albany Journal, 
of whk*h publication he later became 
editor-!’! cl ief 
In 1880 he was given 
the po«t of editor of the pre s. 
He 
was appointed mini.der to Russia in 
1800. 
In the spring of 1808 he was given 
the portfolio of postmaster gen ‘rad in 
the cabinet of President McKinley, a 
post which he held through the period 
of 
the 
Spanish-American 
war 
a n i 
through part of President Roosevelt's 
administ val ion.

COMPLETE TOWING SERVICE 


Danish Company Will Establish It in 


Straits of Magtllan. 
Berlin, 
Jan. 
20—The 
impending 
passage of the American battleship 
fleet through the Straits of Magellan 
and the widespread discussion among 
navigators regarding the dangers of 
that passage, lend unusual interest to 
the announcement that a company is 
being organized in Denmark to es­ 
tablish a complete towing service in 
those waters. 
According to a dispatch to the Vos- 
sisclie Zeitung from Copenhagen, the 
scheme 
originated 
with 
Hie 
well 
known Danish writer, Otto Larssen, 
who was himself for many years a 
sailor and often 
made 
the voyage 
around the horn. 
The number of sail­ 
ing 
vessels 
from 
English, German, 
Dutch and Scandinavian ports passing 
around the Atlantic inio the Pacific is 
estimated at about 3,000 pearly. 
As is 
well Itnown this is one of the most 
dangerous pointe in the oceans of the 
world. 
Larssen 
estimates 
that 
an 
average of in vessels with 300 men 
are left there every year. 
The ves­ 
sels that round the cape are mostly 
on their way to Chilean ports for the 
purpose of taking on cargoes of nitrate 
of soda for European markets; and 
as most of them make the outward 
voyage under ballast owing to the dif­ 
ficulty of finding outward cargo, their 
passage around the horn is attended 
wit Ii 
special 
danger. 
Vessels 
must 
v/nctp much time in buffeting with 
wind and wave, and even after round­ 
ing Hie cape they often need repairs, 
owing to the strain that they have 
undergone. 
It 
takes sailing vessels 
four to six weeks to round it, while 
they could 
he tugged 
through 
the 
straits in 
thirty-six 
hours. 
As the 
rate of insurance for vessels rounding 
tho cape is very high, owners would 
get m u d , lower rat°s by sending their 
vessels through the straits; hence the 
promoters of the new scheme assume 
1 hat all owners of 2,000-ton vessels 
find larger will he willing to pay lib­ 
erally to have their vessels tugged 
through the straits. 


NAVY LEAGUE MEETING.

BURIED ALIVE FOR WEEKS 


Three Men W ho W ere Imprisoned In 
the Alpha Shaft of the Giroux Mine 


■t Ely on Dec. 4 Are Brought Out 
In Safety. 


Ely, Nev., Jan. 
20.— After having 
been entombed forty-six days In the 
Alpha shaft of the Giroux mine, A. D. 
Bailey, P. J. Brown and Fred McDon- 
old have been rescued. 
Bailey was brought out first. Four­ 
teen minutes later McDonald came to 
the surface, while ten minutes later 
Brown was brought up. 
Whistles all 
over the district blew loudly, while 
crowds cheered in the streets of Ely 
and every bell in the town was rung. 
" A h ! ” 
This was the first exclama­ 
tion of Bailey when he reached the 
outer air. Without a word he tottered 
forward into the arms of comrades 
who stood ready to assist him, and 
was led to the change room of the 
Alpha shop, where in a few minutes 
he recuperated. 
“Is that you, A rthur?” queried Fred 
McDonald, as his brother stepped for­ 
ward and embraced him after nearly 
seven long weeks of separation. 
“ By 
George, it certainly seems good to be 
out of that hell hole,” he said as he 
was led away, telling his brother In a 
high pitched voice of his terrible ex­ 
perience. 
“Say, somebody give me a chew of 
tobacco,” said 
Brown, "I’m on the 
bum all right.” 
With a happy laugh he was led 
away by a comrade to the change 
room. 
These experiences were char­ 
acteristic of the temperament of the 
released 
men. 
All 
weie 
supremely 
happy and relieved. 
On the morning of Dec. 4, McDon­ 
ald, Brown and Bailey and two Greeks 
were working in the bottom of the 
Ihree compartments shaft, eighty-five 
feet below the pump station and 1,085 
feet below the surface. 
The cavein 
occurred 
at 
9 
o’clock. 
T he 
cable 
used to haul the cage from the third 
compartment 
of the shaft 
snapped 
and thousands of tons of rock, debris 
and timbers fell down into the shaft. 


T h e O n ly Means of Escape. 


From the bottom of the compartment 
in which the men were working to the 
pumping station, a distance of eighty- 
five feet, a series of rickety ladders 
offered the only means of escape. 
With 
falling 
rocks 
and 
timbers 
stream ing down upon them the five 
men struggled up these ladders Half 
way tip falling timbers knocked the 
two Greers from the ladder, killing 
them. 
Bailey, McDonald and Brown 
managed to reach the pump station. 
Its well limbered roof withstood I he 
rook and lumber that come down the 
shaft and offered them shelter and 
safety. 
Here for the first day a f e r 
the cavein the men crouched, while 
at intervals they could hear I he rocks 
and timbers crashing above them. 
At first ii was thought that all the 
men 
had 
perished, 
but 
twen'y four 
hours after tho cavein, the Ihrep men 
who occupied Hie pump station m a n ­ 
aged to make themselves heard by 
tapping upon the six-inch water pipe 
that reached from the pumping sta­ 
tion to 'h e surface. 
Tt was this pipe 
that was tile means of saving the lives 
of the three men. 
When communica­ 
tion was once established, food and 
drink 
were 
immediately 
lowered 
th rom-h the pipe 
A large supply was 
sent down, as it was thought possible 
that 
Hie pi rte communication might 
he mf off before tile rescuing party 
could rep eh Hie imprisoned men, but 
throughout 
their long imprisonment 
this pipe was in daily use. 
A portable 
telephone was lowered and the men 
were 
a h ’e 
to talk with 'be 
p e o p l e 
above. 
This te’ephone was in almost 
constant use friends sending them by 
It Hie news of the outside world and 
messages of cheer.

fair in America, and the Druce case 
In England, namely, Its solution de­ 
pends upon a secret beyond the reach 
of Investigators. 
Lemoine s formula for the manufac­ 
ture of diamonds is securely locked up 
in a bank In London, the officials of 
which upon Lemoine’s demand refuse 
to deliver it to the French court, 
which desires to make a trial of its 
efficacy lh the presence of experts 
who are now exam ining specim ens of 
diamonds 
Lem oine 
claim s to have 
manufactured. 
M eanwhile 
Lem olne, 
who 
a 
few 
years ago was a canvasser for an ad­ 
vertising Arm, languishes in jail, offer­ 
ing, if released, to repeat his, experi­ 
m ents and prove the legitim acy of his 
invention. 
Some scientists and chem ists be­ 
lieve Lemoine has manufactured dia­ 
monds, while others claim it is impos­ 
sible. 
A strange feature of tho case Is 
that M. W ernher, although he charges 
that he was duped, offered Lemoine 
$80,000 additional last week for his 
formula.

bogus. 


ALDRICH BILL CRITICISED. 


Bankers Declare It to Be Unwise and 


Financially Unsound. 


Chicago, Jan. 20.—The resolutions 
committee of the currency commis­ 
sion of the American Bankers’ asso­ 
ciation has issued a full report of Sat­ 
urday’s meeting of the commission, at 
which 
the 
various 
asset 
currency 
plans now’ before congress were dis­ 
cussed 
and 
rejected. 
T he 
report, 
which Is a lengthy document, sum ­ 
marizes the commission’s objections 
to the Aldrich bill and the present 
Fowler bill, and then presents a bill 
In thirteen sections which the com­ 
mission, with the backing of the as­ 
sociation, will recommend to congress. 
The Aldrich bill is declared to be 
"impracticable, unwise and financially 
unsound.” 
The Fowler bill, accord­ 
ing to the report, "introduces schemes 
so 
farreaching in 
their scope 
and 
touching so many collateral interests 
not germane to the real solution of 
our currency difficulties that we be­ 
lieve its passage would unsettle rath­ 
er than improve financial conditions ” 
The solution proposed by the com­ 
mission dicers from the first Fowler 
hill, which was based upon principles 
approved by the convention of 'he 
American B ankers’ association at At­ 
lantic City Sept. 23, 19(»7, in that the 
holder of a credit nolo, instead of be­ 
ing a general creditor, shall have a 
prior lien on the assets of the issuing 
bank.

ian Police Are on the Track of the 
Alleged Leader. 


Rio Janeiro, Jan. 20.—The Brazilian 
police have discovered an anarchistic 
plot here having as its object the de­ 
struction of a part of the American 
fleet mow lying in the harbor. 
The 
conspiracy, while centering in Rio 
Janeiro and Petropolis, has ramifica­ 
tions in Sao Paulo and Minas Geraes. 
An individual named Jean Fedher, 
who resided In Petropolis, w as the 
chief conspirator here, although It Is 
unclorstood 
that 
foreign 
anarchists 
are deeply Involved in the plot. 
Fed­ 
her Is believed to have fled to San 
Paulo and the police, who know him, 
have been sent to that place for the 
purpose of apprehending him. 
One of 
the detectives who was well acquaint­ 
ed with Fedher, having served on the 
police force at Petropolis for som e 
time, returned from that place after 
having made investigations there, and 
had a long conference with the chief

of police at Rio Janeiro. 
The latter 
gave it to he understood later that 
the Sao Paulo policy are on the track 
of the arch conspirator and expect to 
arrest him soon. 
In an official no’e which the chief 
ct police sent to the correspondent of 
the Associated Pre^s, he says: 
“Some time bete re the arrival of 
the American fleet at Rio Janeiro, the 
Brazilian government received word 
from Washington and Paris that an­ 
archists of different nationalities in­ 
tended to damage one or more cf the 
ships 
of 
t i e 
American 
fleet. 
The 
names and ad cire sos of the conspira­ 
tors were indicated by information 
which the police here had received 
previously from France and Germany. 
The police of this district are work- 
ins: with the police of Sao Paulo and 
Mines Geraes and T am sure every 
precaution will be exercised and th ■ 
most rigorous vigilance observed both 
on lard and at sea to prevent any In­ 
jury being done.” 


Conspirators in the Interior. 


Tile chief of police, after having 
made this official statement, said that 
he did not feel he should go into any 
further details with regard to the con­ 
spiracy, hut he authorized the sta te ­ 
ment that Hie plot: was organized by 
Fedher and he added that the people 
of the United States could rest easy. 
as all of the conspirators had taken 
refuge in the in'erior. 
As yet the people of Brazil are igno­ 
rant ol the details of the plot to do 
Injury to th e visitors, although there 
has been some slight inkling of the 
matter-. 
The impression which the 
exposure of t Itis plot will ore Pe here 
will ho a profound one, because it is 
the first anarchistic conspiracy’ that 
has every l eon ’mown in Brazil. 
The police of Sao Paulo have sent 
word that they are rn the track of 
the malefactors, who they declare will 
not he ah’e to come to Rio Janeiro. 
A special dispatch from Petropolis 
gives an interview with Officer Carlos 
Hammon, who, it was declared, had 
been sent to Sao Paulo to arrest Jean 
Fedher, the alleged anarchist. 
IT am­ 
man is quoted as saying that the only' 
information he has concerning a con­ 
spiracy’ was learned from 'h e news­ 
papers. 
Tie admitted, however, that 
'rn had been to Sao Paulo and Santos 
hiring the past 
ion days, but de­ 
clared his business had been entirely 
personal at these places. 
The (lie­ 
nal eh adds that the police of Petropo- 
!Is, on orders from Rio Janeiro, were 
observing the utmost vigilance un cl 
are keeping suspicious persons under 
■oustant surveillance. 
Admiral

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ALABAMA NEGRO LYNCHED 


Strung Up en a Tree and His Body 
Riddled With Bullets. 
Dothan, Ala., Jan. 
20—Cleveland 
Franklin, a negro employed by a cot­ 
ton oil company, was lynched here by 
a masked mob of 200 angry citizens. 
The negro’s body was riddled with 
bullets after it had been swung from 
the limb of a tree in the northern part 
of the town. 
It is said Franklin shot 
and seriously wounded A. C. Faulk, 
secretary and treasury of the oil com­ 
pany here, after robbing the bash 
drawer at th# mill. 
The sheriff wa* 
notified Immediately after the shoot­ 
ing and a posse was organized. 
The 
sheriff learned that the negro was at 
Webb, 
Ala., 
and 
he was 
captured 
there. 
Franklin was brought back t< 
Dothan and while on the way to the 
Jail a mob of 200 men, all masked, 
swooped down on the sheriff and his 
posse and forcibly took the prisoner. 
The lynching created a great deal of 
excitem ent here, but no further trou­ 
ble is expected.
